Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 


I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 


It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. 


You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is 
it any more of a hardship to come downtown to worship? 


You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you-would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 


I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 


THE RECTOR’S REPORT 


THE FELLOWSHIP oF St. STEPHEN’s CHURCH—GREETINGS: 


There is presented herewith a most encouraging and reassuring An- 
nual Report of our Fellowship, which should gladden and cheer your heart. 
These reports which follow are well worth your attentive perusal They 
tell the story of a year of faithful service and encouraging growth. The 
Confirmation Class numbered twenty-five—the largest class presented in 
thirty years. All but two were adults. Close to a hundred communicants 
were added by transfer from other parishes. We now have over four 
hundred communicants. Five years ago we had but one hundred and 
eighty-eight. Our weekly bulletin is mailed to 650 families. One hun- 
dred of these go to shut-ins who are not members, but who value the 
weekly sermonette and prayers for those unable to attend divine service, 

The most essential function of the church is the worship of Almighty 
God. The rector has been greatly cheered and heartened in the continued 
improvement in church attendance during the past year. In 1946, 42,200 
people attended our services. 15,828 attended the Sunday services (in- 
crease of 4,846 over 1945) and 26,372 attended the week-day services. 
Over a thousand attended the early Sunday Communion Services. Five 
years ago 144 attended! There is no substitute for the public worship of 
Almighty God. It is by our loyalty to the worship services that we can 
make a church what it ought to be—a focus for living, a place where rich 
and poor meet on equal terms, where existence finds its meaning, both 
spiritual and social. If there is one lesson which this chaotic world 
teaches, it is the futility of man’s endeavor where it is divorced from God. 
We have an immense opportunity here in St. Stephen’s to worship God in 
the beauty of holiness, and to study His will for each of us individually, 
and for the whole of humanity. 

The rector is greatly encouraged by the interest shown by all kinds 
of people in the Thursday Healing Services. This is a message which, 
thank God, when reasonably presented and spiritually explained is very 
readily and often very eagerly received. It is a message which knows no 
barriers; different points of view, theological or otherwise, thank God, 
do not arise! 

One of our greatest joys at the Healing Services is the fact that “all 
sorts and conditions of men” and women, and children come from time 
to time for help and healing. No differences of outlook on things personal, 
theological, social or anything else, either matter or arise. These things for 
once become entirely unimportant and fade away, without in any way sac- 
rificing or affecting the principles of individuals. This, of course, is a 
matter for profound satisfaction and thanksgiving. It is, however, more 
than this. It is in itself a very real indication of an aspect of the Ministry 
of Healing which is often overlooked. 

The work of reviving the. Ministry of Healing is going to grow, 
because it is so much needed. By the grace of God and the prayers of 
the Church many people have been healed and restored to health at the 
Altar of St. Stephen’s Church. 

One of the problems of a city church is how to foster the spirit of 
fellowship and friendliness which is so much more easily attained in a 
suburban church, and yet should be a distinctive mark of every church,

large or small. A church is, in one of its loveliest aspects, a “koinonia” or 
fellowship of people who are knit together by common ideals, a common 
heritage, and hopes and interests which mark them as a great family, the 
family of God. 

Parish organizations help to achieve this ideal, for it is in these smaller 
groups that the close and intimate contacts are fostered which grow 
naturally into friendships which may be the most cherished outside one’s 
own immediate family. This is the argument for multiplying organizations 
in a large parish, that every age may have its circle of friendliness and 
service in which these friendships are fostered. We believe, and have 
seen it proven, that the best way for strangers in a parish to get acquainted 
is to work on a parish supper, take a part in the parish work-shop, serve 
on a committee, or in some other way break into the service program of 
the church. 

The danger in all parishes, however, is that the organizations will be- 
come static in membership, and the groups will become ingrown, and what 
is worse, satisfied to remain so. They need to keep the doors open and 
even to go out into the highways and by ways to bring in new people with 
new ideas and new life. On the other hand the people out there on the 
fringes of things need to be stirred also out of lethargy and inactivity, and 
wooed and won to a useful place in the church’s life. There is much 
treasure hidden in those fields which should be claimed or reclaimed to the 
good of the church and of the persons concerned. 

So, from all these points of view a Parish visitation is a good thing, 
and the rector is having the parish zoned and will appoint a representative 
in each zone who will be responsible for the families in his or her neigh- 
borhood. These representatives of the rector will meet in the near future 
and receive instruction and inspiration before the general visitation. These 
representatives or visitors will keep the rector informed as to changes of 
addresses, births, marriages, candidates for baptism and confirmation, etc. 
Illness and needs will be reported. But mainly it should be on the basis 
of a friendly, neighborly visit, in the spirit of Christian fellowship. 

A brochure giving the zone designations and the rector’s representa- 
tives will soon be available. This plan need not be a difficult thing, but 
it will prove a great help in the future growth and effectiveness of our 
church. 

This year marks the fortieth anniversary of Mr. James Carrigan, the 
Verger of St. Stephen’s Church, Mr. Carrigan has been the fourth 
Verger in the history of our church, and has served the longest. Mr. 
Kragg, the first Verger, served thirty-four years, Mr. Leeds eighteen years 
and Mr. Clayton thirty-one years. 

In the early Church the keeper of the Church’s gates was in minor 
orders, and Mr. Carrigan has placed his vergership in the same class. He 
not only takes care of the buildings in a remarkable way, but also is a 
true under-shepherd and deeply interested in the welfare of the congre- 
gation. He has not been popular with grafters and people who want to 
milk a rich church, or with contractors anxious to skimp their jobs—but 
is much loved by the poor, and I have found him as true as steel, and as 
loyal as a Highlander to his chief. He has been no hireling but a true 
friend, and a most sincere Christian—incorruptible and thoroughly trust- 
worthy. He has been the rector’s best assistant and is an efficient and 
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honored fellow member of the church. In fact, around the neighborhood 
of Tenth and Market he is considered so much a part of us that St. 
Stephen’s is known as Mr. Carrigan’s Church. A short time ago a police- 
man introduced me to one of his colleagues as the minister of Carrigan’s 
Church. May he serve the church he loves for many more years to come! 


Another anniversary of one who has served the church in a most 
helpful fashion is that of Miss Marion Headman who has been Treasurer 
of the Duplex Offering system for the past twenty-five years. Miss 
Headman has performed valuable service in keeping the records of the 
envelope contributors and the miscellaneous items which come along 
week by week. This activity entailed at least one full day a week. This 
work has been a labor of love for both Miss Headman and her sister who 
assisted her for many years. For her loyal and efficient service to St. 


Stephen’s Church we are most grateful and appreciate it more than words 
can convey. 


_ St. Stephen’s has long enjoyed the reputation of being a liberal evan- 
gelical church. In a city where the churches for the most part are theol- 
ogically conservative, St. Stephen’s with its liberal pulpit, has consistently 
stood for a certain attitude towards the truth and towards other Christian 
people. Those that sympathize with that attitude are drawn to us from 
all quarters. 


If St. Stephen’s is to become the exponent of a stereotyped theology, 
it makes little difference whether that theology be of the Middle Ages or of 
the Reformation period; if it should represent the Christian Church as 
having reached a final form incapable of further growth, or if it should 
emphasize the peculiar features of our church and treat people of other 
usages and forms and modes of church government as outside the house- 
hold of Christ, I believe that it would cease to fulfill any useful purpose 


in the City of Philadelphia, and the congregation would soon be dissipated. ` 


But it is not enough that we should have a liberal pulpit; we ought 
also to have a liberal organization. Our charter requires that the Vestry 
be elected by the pewholders. This is not a democratic procedure, and a 
change has for some time been under advisement by the Vestry. The 
Church has a very old charter which was granted by the Legislature of 
the State of Pennsylvania. It would be difficult to amend this charter 
without sacrificing some valuable provisions that safeguard our financial 
structure. However, we believe that the Vestry can and should be elected 
by the communicants who subscribe to the support of the church through 
the Duplex Offering envelopes. The present plan is to imprint upon each 
pledge card, beginning January 1, 1948, a statement to the effect that $5.00 
of the pledged amount will be treated as payment for a sitting in the 
church. This does not mean that the present pew holders will be de- 
prived of their seats. There is real value in having a family pew or a fixed 
place in which to worship Sunday after Sunday. This will continue, and 
the ushers will seat each person where they have been accustomed to sit. 
Newcomers who desire a certain sitting will be accommodated, and in so 


far as it is humanly possible, may be assured of a particular sitting each. 


Sunday. The rector feels sure that the present pew renters will be in- 
clined to keep up their present financial arrangement, and increase their 
pledge through the envelope system to compensate for the loss to the 
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church of the pew rents. I should like the parish to be a homogeneous 
parish, by carrying out the liberty of its doctrines in the progressive na- 
ture of its government. 

St. Stephen’s has long had the reputation of being a forward-looking 
church, one that is willing to enter into new paths and follow the leadings 
of the spirit of God into new truths, and what is sometimes still harder to 
accept, new applications of old truths. Nothing has pleased the rector 
more than the association which he has with the Rev. Gustav C. Meckling, 
Minister to the Hard of Hearing and Director of the Community House 
Activities. Under Mr. Meckling’s leadership the congregation of the 
Hard of Hearing is steadily growing and reaching more and more people 
who find in St. Stephen’s a spiritual and social haven. Thanks to Mr. 
Meckling we have an all year round Sunday evening service, in fact we 
have the only Episcopal evening service in the central city. The Service 
Club with entertainment for service men follows the evening service 
with a stimulating program until midnight in the Community House. The 
Bible Class for the Hard of Hearing and others, Sunday afternoons, is 
growing in numbers and effectiveness. The Community House activities 
under Mr. Meckling are many and varied and his report will be found 
most challenging. 

Somewhere in this report the rector must make room for his official 
acts. During the year he conducted 290 services; preached 143 sermons 
(246,000 words) ; had 11 baptisms, 15 weddings and 26 burials. 

May God give us a spirit of zeal, concord, and a sound judgment; and 
we can, by God’s grace, make St. STEPHEN’s a lighthouse, that will throw 
its guiding rays far across the tumbling billows of our city’s life.

REPORT OF ACTIVITIES OF THE VESTRY 

The Vestry of St. Stephen’s Church meets on the Second Monday of 
each month except July, August and September. Some years ago it was 
frequently necessary to hold one or two special meetings each month in 
order to properly take care of the church finances, but this has been 
made unnecessary in recent years due to the fact that authority to act has 
been delegated by the Vestry to an Executive Committee under the Chair- 
manship of the Accounting Warden, which functions in between Vestry 
Meetings. Minutes of the meetings of the Executive Committee are al- 
ways read to the Vestry and the actions of the Executive Committee sub- 
mitted to the Vestry for its ratification and approval at the next meeting 
of the Vestry following such meetings of the Executive Committee. 
The functions of the Vestry in between meetings not taken care of by the 
Executive Committee are handled by various other committees, the more 
important of which are the Burd School Committee presided over by the 
Rector and which as its name implies has charge of the activities of the 
Burd School and the Church Property Committee of which Mr. Hauger 
is the Chairman which has general supervision over the maintenance and 
any necessary repairs or alterations to the Church and the Community 
House. Other standing committees having important but more specialized 
duties are the Music Committee, of which the Rector’s Warden is Chair- 
man; the Housekeeping Committee of which Mrs. Raspin is Chairman, 
and the Ladies’ Committee in connection with the Burd School, of which 
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Mrs. Morris is the Chairman. There are also functioning at the present 
time certain committees created for specific purposes such as the Grammer 
Memorial Committee, headed by the Rector’s Warden; the Post-war Acti- 
vities Committee, headed by Mr. Morris and the Committee on Revision 
of the Church Charter, of which the Accounting Warden is the Chairman. 

At this point it might be proper to observe that the financial affairs of 
and the manner of securing the necessary funds for the operation of the 
Church and its various activities, together with those of the Burd School, 
are somewhat unique and differ greatly from those usually prevailing in 
the average church. The activities of the Burd School are entirely financed 
from income derived from investments made and held by the Rector and 
Vestry of St. Stephen’s Church in their capacity as Trustees of the School 
and to a large extent the activities of the Church itself are financed from 
income on investments, although in recent years due to the activity of 
our Rector the proportion of Church expenses paid from contributions 
received from the congregation has notably increased. Since the expanded 
activities of the Church and the proper maintenance of the Burd School 
are so vitally dependent upon the proper and efficient supervision of the 
Church and Burd School investments it becomes apparent that constant 
vigilance on the part of the Rector, Wardens and Vestry is necessary in 
order that we obtain the highest possible return on investments consistent 
with prudent management. In this connection, we at St. Stephen’s have 
been singularly fortunate in having, in the person of Mr. Raspin, a most 
able and resourceful Finance Officer during the whole period of the late 
depression and following war. During these periods and until one year 
ago, the very considerable burdens of Accounting Warden, Treasurer of 
the Burd School and later, Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Vestry, were all borne by Mr. Raspin and all the very extensive church 
bookkeeping taken care of in his office at very little expense to the church. 
During the past year, Mr. Raspin’s duties have been lightened to some ex- 
tent by virtue of the employment of a part-time bookkeeper by the church, 
and the election of Mr. Morris to succeed Mr. Raspin as Treasurer of the 
Burd School, but not-withstanding the help which he receives, Mr. Raspin’s 
duties and responsibilities are very great and as previously stated, we are 
singularly fortunate in having his services available to us. 

During the past year, there have been meetings of the Vestry and 
numerous meetings of the Executive Committee. At each meeting of the 
Vestry the Accounting Warden submitted a detailed statement of receipts 
and disbursements for the preceding month, each of which was, after dis- 
cussion, ratified and approved. In addition to this on two separate oc- 
casions during the past year detailed reports from a certified public ac- 
countant concerning the financial condition of the Church and the Burd 
School were submitted to the Vestry by the Accounting Warden and ac- 
cepted and approved by it. The Accounting Warden also prepared and 
submitted to the Vestry a budget for the year 1947 which was also ap- 
proved by the Vestry. At each meeting of the Vestry monthly reports 
from the Head Mistress of the Burd School were read to and accepted 
by the Vestry. 

In addition to the matters above referred to the items considered and 
acted upon by the Vestry and Executive Committee covered a wide range 
of affairs. Nine pieces of real estate having an aggregate sale price of 
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$42,300.00 were sold and two offers declined. We now own only one piece 
of real estate aside from the Church, Parish House, Community House, 
Burd School and Rectory. During the past year we purchased the present 
Rectory at No. 2814 Midvale Avenue at an aggregate cost of $16,306.67. 
During the year twenty-nine applications for mortgages on real estate were 
submitted to us for investment by our fiscal agents, of which twenty-five 
mortgages in the aggregate amount of $187,650.00 were accepted and four 
others in the aggregate amount of $31,600.00 were rejected. In addition 
to this we acted upon such matters pertaining to real estate as the sale of 
ground rents, extension of mortgages, reduction of the interest on mort- 
gages and satisfaction of deficiency judgments; re-examined our portfolio 
of stocks and bonds and acted upon such additional financial matters as the 
purchase and sale of stocks and bonds, the consolidation of trust funds 
for convenience in bookkeeping and the investment of uninvested balances, 
acceptance of settlements in connection with mortgage participation certifi- 
cates, withdrawal of funds from unrestricted principal account in order to 
pay for necessary repairs to the Church and Community House, looked 
into the amount of insurance coverage on the Church, Community House 
and Burd School in the light of present day replacement costs and increased 
the coverage thereof, and entered into negotiations with our fiscal agents 
relative to a new agreement governing their activities on our behalf and 
compensation for so acting. 

Additional financial matters acted upon by the Vestry during the 
year and not directly relating to investments were as follows: Adjustment 
of salaries and wages of the Rector and church employees, the raising of 
funds for the Grammer Memorial, reimbursement to the Church for 
moneys advanced on account of cost of repairs to the Burd family vault in 
Christ Church graveyard, the question of pledges, pew rents and commit- 
ments for diocesan missionary objects, designation of missionary object 
for which income from trusts should be used, adjustment and division of 
income as between various parochial bodies and the general question of 
providing for the pensioning of Church employees, 

With regard to the general management of the Church and its opera- 
tion, exclusive of spiritual affairs and matters of a religious nature, a 
number of things were acted upon such as the status and duties of church 
employees, repairs to the Rectory, painting and general repairs to the Com- 
munity House, repair of boilers and organ, repairs to sidewalk and curbing 
in front of the Church, employment and compensation of certified public 
accountants and bookkeeper, disposition of ornamental fireplaces in the old 
Rectory at 1008 Clinton Street, the right of communicants to sepulchre in 
St. Stephen’s lot in Laurel Hill Cemetery, the exterior lighting of the 
Church, the activities of the “Junto” in the Community House, the acti- 
vities of various church organizations such as the Boy Scouts and Mr. 
Lyman’s report as Scoutmaster, the Grammer Memorial, the desirability 
of the Amendment to the Charter of the ‘Church, the method of hand- 
ling pew rents, the election of tellers for the Annual Election of the 
Vestry and the election of delegates and alternative delegates to the Annual 
Diocesan Convention. In addition to these activities we passed a resolu- 
tion making note of our regret and sorrow at the death of Dr. White, the 
Assistant Organist, and a further resolution directing that all new Hymnals 
purchased by the Church and not specifically given in honor of any par- 
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ticular person be inscribed as given in memory of the late Roland S. 
Morris, who had during his lifetime contributed so much toward the 
development of the Hymnal. 


The Rector presided at every meeting of the Vestry and attended 
numerous meetings of the Executive Committee. At each meeting of the 
Vestry the Rector kept it fully informed regarding the various parochial 
activities such as new communicants; Advent, Christmas, Lenten, Easter 
and summer services: the purchase of new Hymnals and Prayer Books, 
Confirmation, the Sunday School, the Hard of Hearing Congregation, 
various special services and various happenings of a religious nature too 
numerous to mention. The sincerity, ability and personality of Dr. Price 
is such that he at all times inspired all of us to put forth our best efforts.

It is a pleasure to be permitted to make a short report on the successful 
work of the Burd School. The administration of this Trust has received 
the very painstaking consideration of the Burd School Committee and we 
have had very fine cooperation from the Executive Director and the Staff 
who continue to serve the School in a commendable fashion.

During the year there have been a number of sales of real estate 
and the investment of funds constituting the principal of this Trust has 
been largely in United States Government Bonds. Recently, however, it 
has been possible to secure first mortgages, which qualify as investments 
for this Trust, which will show an improvement in the income account. 

The funds made available for the operation of the School for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1946, amounted to $31,953.46 and the moneys spent 
for the actual operation of the School amounted to $31,929.27. _ 

The portfolio of securities in this account is in a healthy condition 
and the accounts are subject to audit and examination by Charles S. Rockey 
and Company, certified public accountants, whose report on examination 
is available at all times for inspection. 

I would like to express my gratitude to the Rector and the Committee 
of the Burd School and Miss Davies for the hearty cooperation and sup- 
port which they have given in the administration of this Trust and the 
continuance of the usefulness of its humanitarian work.

Burd School 

While the past year was not a gala year as was the preceding one, the 
Ninetieth Anniversary, there were interesting occasions, the highlight being 
the reception to Bishop Moreland who made the Burd School his home 
during the Convention days of last September. The invited guests were 
the delegates to the Convention and their wives; also members of local 
churches. Guests from outside Philadelphia were greatly interested in the 
School and many compliments were paid the school and its management. 

The past year has been a banner year so far as the health of the girls 
is concerned. Dr. Milligan was called to the school but once and then only 
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for what proved to be minor troubles. A few were treated at the Doctor’s 
office. There has been no spectre of possible epidemics of any sort. All 
this was most fortunate and contributed much to the happiness and comfort 
of Staff and pupils. 

Two girls were graduated from High School in June. 

During the summer five girls worked in banks in Philadelphia and two 
with individual families. The summer engagements of these girls were 
made through the efforts of Mr. Morris and we are sure it is a matter of 
satisfaction to him that the girls did good work. It was certainly a valu- 
able experience for the older girls (quite aside from the remuneration for 
their services) and in keeping with Mrs. Burd’s expressed desire that her 
girls should “advance into the industrial world.” 

Two girls spent several weeks in summer camps. 

Several girls served as aides at the Convention meetings in September. 

Three dances were held during the year ; the music being furnished by 
records owned mostly by the girls and a new Victrola was purchased in 
order to provide the volume necessary for dancing in the large rooms. 

Mrs. Alfred Price took the Rector’s place in conducting the mid-week 
chapel service on Wednesday afternoons from October through May. The 
eleven high school girls remained after the ten minute devotions for a 
course on Old Testament Characters which covered the Patriarchal Fathers 
through the three kings of the United Hebrew Kingdom. Honors were 
taken by Betty Gallagher for highest test-mark, Jeanne Olsen for best 
notebook, honorable mention to Grace Zazzie and Mary Groot. These 
four girls were further rewarded by a Sunday supper at the Rectory on 
June 8th with three boys from the Servers’ Guild, Jack King, George 
MacGoldrick, James Keller, also James Price, as partners for the evening. 

Needless to say, the usual jolly Christmas party in the beautifully 
lighted rooms brought pleasure to everyone—the most distinguished guests 
being our two Bishops and St. Nicholas. 

It is pleasant to be able to report that there have been no changes in 
the efficient Staff. 

Following the plan adopted the year before, a tutor was engaged to 
assist the older girls. 

Domestic troubles in the kitchen staff cropped up aplenty for a time; 
but, much to the relief of Miss Davies and Staff, the household duties have 
been carried on quite smoothly for some months. 

One cannot visit the School without feeling its homelike atmosphere, 
due largely, we may be sure, to the spirit and genius of its Principal.

Community House Program 


It was not until the fall of 1946 that the full post-war program of St. 
Stephen’s Community House could begin operating. For during the sum- 
mer months painting, repairing and cleaning were necessary to make the 
building ready for our many group activities. We owe to the House Com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Mrs. Raspin our thanks for making the 
rooms attractive and comfortable. 


In reporting that approximately thirty-four thousand persons used 
the building since last fall we get an idea of the task of maintaining the 
activities in keeping the building clean and having the rooms ready to 
meet the needs of each group. Most of this work is done by our janitor, 
Mr. Alonzo Reed, and our night clerk, Mr. George Alexander. Included 
in our regular group activities programs there are also numerous special 
programs that call for dinners, luncheons and even breakfasts. During the 
Triennial Convention of the Church we had a number of breakfast meet- 
ings. These things of course relate to the organizing work behind our 
actual group meetings. 


Ten organizations meet in the Community House under the direction 
of the church. Three, the Junto, the Gold Star Mothers and the Daughters 
of the British Empire are not church organizations. The reports of the 
chairman of our church organizations will be given at this meeting. These 
reports will show how the Church of St. Stephen’s carries out the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ in Christian service and work in the community. 

It is gratifying to note that since last fall all our organizations have 
increased their membership, And this has been especially true o fthe Girls’ 
Friendly Society, the Young People’s Club and the Boy Scouts. There is no 
question but that the effectiveness of our organizations reveals the loyality 
and devotion of many fine leaders who unselfishly give of their time to the 
church’s work in their group interest. b 

However, we do not feel that our task for the Community House is 
complete. There is an urgent need to contact and bring the influence of 
the church into the lives of many boys and girls in our neighborhood. Our 
overall program should include these young people and an effort will be 
made to put this work in the fall activities. Any who would be interested 
in taking part in the developing of this work are most welcome and should 
let me know. 

As Director of the Community House, I want to thank all who are 
active in making the program possible. In all that we have done we have 
had the support and confidence of our Rector, Dr. Price, and the Vestry.

Parish Visitor’s Report — 1947 

To work in this ever growing downtown Church and to have a share 
in it’s many activities, is a privilege and an inspiration. But, when it 
comes time for the Annual Report for the same type of work done year 
after year, I wish I could be like Aristarchus, St. Paul’s friend, whom Dr. 
Price spoke of in one of his sermons, as one who was always ready to 
help, but never preached or wrote about anything he did. 

As in previous years—people in all walks of life come to the Church 
for one reason or the other. When we cannot take care of the difficulties 
ourselves, we work with agencies outside the Church. Through the years 
we have built up many contacts that often enable us to relieve many sit- 
uations. The housing problem is the most difficult one and has really 
become serious, especially for elderly men and women. I might add that 
the placing of a few subdivisions on the plaque at my office door could be 
made—such as Rental service, Employment office and even Matrimonial 
Bureau. Many strangers come in expecting the Church to pick ’a job, a 
room, yes, even a wife, out of mid air when they have been unsuccessful 
everywhere else. 

Although many visits were made outside the Church, the number of 
them was reduced because of the trolley strikes, the length of time required 
to travel to distant points and because during June and July it was neces- 
sary for me to remain in the office, until a new secretary was secured. 

Just how far little acts of kindness, encouragement, and sympathy 
have extended and what good they have accomplished, cannot be estimated, 
and that part of this report should be written by those who have been 
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helped. I can say, however, that letters and expressions of appreciation 
have been many. 

I wish to take this opportunity to welcome our many new members 
and to express the pleasure I have had, working with Mr. Meckling and 
the many organizations in our Community House Program. I am truly 
grateful to the Rector, Vestry, Miss Blackburn and Mr. Carrigan for 
their co-operation and assistance, and to the members of the congregation 
for their contributions towards this part of the Church Work.

Sunday Night Service Club 


The War Service Club was closed, but the servicemen kept coming 
and were sorry to hear this for they had good times in the Community 
House. Mr. Fred Werner and a group of the hostesses got together and 
tried to keep the Club open, with the result that Mr. Werner takes the boys 
to Church from seventy-thirty to eight-thirty. Then, they come to the 
Service Club in the Community House at eight-thirty and stay until eleven 
o'clock for fun and dancing. 

On October 18, 1946, Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Nelson took over the 
Service Club with the help of Mr. Fred Werner, Mr. Lawton Rapp, Mrs. 
Hardy, Mrs. Weber and Mrs. Murphy. We started the snack bar with a 
three dollar donation from the girls. A Hallowe’en Party was given the 
last Sunday in October with a large attendance of one hundred and three. 
A charge of 25 cents per evening is made to all civilians which maintains 
the snack bar—but everything is free of charge to servicemen. Every 
Sunday there is some sort of novelty game with prizes, dancing and re- 
freshments. 

On December 7th we had a dance, the proceeds of which were used 
for our Christmas Party on December 22nd, which had an attendance of 
eighty-three. 

On February 15th we had a “Sweetheart Dance.” On February 16th 
we had $49.21 in our treasury. 

“The Mothers’ Minstrels” was given on March 16th, making $57.83. 
We now had $97.03 in our treasury. All tickets for these events were 
printed by Mrs. Mearns, the Parish Visitor. 

On April 6th we had our Easter Party, which cost us $15.45. We 
now have $78.90 and are planning a Semi-Formal Party for May 17th, 
which will be by invitation and will be paid for out of our funds. 

Plans are being made to keep the Service Club open all summer under 
the supervision of Mrs. Hardy, with Mr. and Mrs. Nelson taking over in 
the fall.

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Girls’ Friendly Society 
St. Stephen’s Branch 


It has been a great privilege and joy to be appointed Advisor to St. 
Stephen’s Branch of the Girls’ Friendly Society. The members have co- 
operated with an assured feeling of friendliness. In the fall the branch 
will celebrate its Sixtieth Anniversary. 

Though old in years it is young in heart, and is interested in girls, 
contributing to the Sioux Indian Girls in South Dakota; to All Saints’ 
School for Girls at Bontoc, Phillipines; the Grenfell Association of New- 
foundland, Children’s Country Week Association, and the Travelers’ Aid 
Society, which the Girls’ Friendly Society founded. 

The Branch maintains two beautiful rooms at the G.F.S. Holiday 
House in Cape May, N. J., which they have renovated this spring at con- 
siderable cost. These rooms are available to girls from seven to teen ages 
from June 20th to July 19th, and for members and friends through the 
summer. 

Those of you who attended the General Convention of the Church had 
opportunity to see the lovely G.F.S. Trailer parked near Houston Hall. 
The Branch contributed generously to this cause and as Dr. Price calls it 
“The Church on Wheels,” so it is. At the request of the Bishop it takes 
the work of the Church, through the G.F.S., to the rural sections of the 
United States. The Branch controls an emergency loan fund, for needy 
girls which is at the disposal of the Advisor. 

On November 3rd we celebrated a Corporate Communion and Admis- 
sion service at which time one member and an associate were admitted. 
We have had fine speakers, book reviews, attended a Christian World 
order lecture on Russia, had quizzes, Hallowe’en and Christmas party. 
During the Christmas holidays Mrs. Dickhart, former advisor, gave a 
dinner party at her home, which was enjoyed by all. We have had card 
parties, movies, and a hobby show at which time one member exhibited 
twelve dresses she had made to send to needy girls in Europe. We had 
three golden and three silver anniversaries. 

We celebrated our Annual Diocesan Service in St. Stephen’s Church 
on April 17th, with Bishop Remington as the speaker. Nearly four hun- 
dred members from the Diocese attended and expressed their gratitude 
to Dr. Price and Dr. Matthews for the beautiful service. 

As members of the G.F.S. Auxiliary of the Seamen’s Church Institute 
we distributed ditty bags, candy and smokes to the seamen at the Institute 
at Christmas To the Caney Creek Community Center in Kentucky a box 
of gifts and clothing was sent. Packages were sent to the Harrison Memo- 
rial Home to be distributed by Deaconess Stewart. Money and cakes are 
to be donated to the Episcopal Hospital lawn fete. Ten hymnals were 
placed in the Church as memorials to deceased members and helped finance 
card tables for the Community House. Contributions were made to the 
Presiding Bishop’s Fund (to date $135.00), and to the Sacred Heart Hoc- 
pital for Cancer. 

On May 5th we returned our Special Effort Fund when $192.80 was 
realized, through sale of cards, Supper Committee and general contribu- 
tions, and articles made and sold by members. This fund will be dis- 
tributed before we close for the summer.

Scoutmaster’s Report 


Troop 2 has been progressing fairly satisfactorily during the year 
1946-47, but it has not been all smooth sailing by any means. At times the 
going has been rough, but thanks to the loyalty, resourcefulness and co- 
operation of the assistant leaders and a large majority of the scouts them- 
selves, the difficulties have been overcome and our membership has in- 
creased steadily from 1 Leader, 2 Junior Leaders and 15 Scouts in Feb- 
ruary 1946, total 18; to 4 Leaders, 4 Junior Leaders and 24 Scouts, or 
3 Patrols, total 32, at the present time, with several boys on the waiting 
list because they are not yet 12 years of age. They come from the area 
between 2nd and Spring Garden to 20th and Green, and 4th and Pine to 
15th and Pine. 

The Troop was awarded the President’s streamer for obtaining new 
members prior to December 1, 1946, and won the Red Star Award at the 
annual inspection by Scout Headquarters. 

We meet twice a week, on Wednesday night for games, tests and 
patrol meetings and on Friday night for regular Troop meeting. In addi- 
tion to these the Green Bar meets once a month. The Assistant Scout- 
masters and Junior Assistant Scoutmasters have been assigned certain 
definite duties and we have endeavored to plan and maintain an active out- 
of-door program of at least one overnight camping trip and two day hikes 
per month, weather permitting. 

We have reserved a camp site at the Hart Reservation for one week 
starting July 26th and 20 boys have so far indicated their intention to go 
to this Summer Camp, which will be in charge of the Scoutmaster and 
Assistants, 

The Troop is greatly indebted to our Sponsor, St. Stephen’s Church, 
for its generous gifts of a basketball and volleyball, both of which are 
constantly in use and for 16 new pup tents, which have already been put 
to good use and which successfully withstood a heavy rain storm on our 
last camping trip. i : 

We also offer our thanks to the Mothers’ Club for its kind donation 
of ten dollars and to Mrs. Arthur H. Hacker for her thoughtful donation 
of a new patrol cooking kit. 

During the past year the boys have distributed posters and cards for 
the Red Cross, Chamber of Commerce and other organizations and hope 
in the near future to have an opportunity to be of more service to St. 
Stephen’s Church. 

At the present time, in co-operation with Clean-up Week, the boys are 
collecting newspapers, which the Troop plans to sell to pay for new patrol 
cooking kits. ;
